Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art neither 
anticipates nor makes obvious a scooter having a tread board pivotally mounted to a support 
plate as claimed, and specifically including a linkage mounted between the support plate and a 
main frame, the linkage having first, second, and third links interconnected as recited in detail in 
the last paragraph of independent claim 1 . The above recitation, combined with the rest of the 
structure in the independent claim, clearly defines over the art.
